THE MOB REVEALS OUR NEEDS. 

The sudden serious outbreak of mob violence at 
West Frankfort, Ill., calls attention abruptly to 
two things. One is the great potential danger of 
such riots; the other is the means available under 
orderly government to suppress them. 

The danger is threefold. It lies first in the 
community directly involved, where lives and prop- 
erty are destroyed, second in the possibility of ex- 
tension of such destruction to other communities, 
and third in the general menace to law and order. 
Viewed in that light, the problem expands imme- 
diately from a local to a state issue. 

As a state issue the first demand is for sup- 
pression. Order must be restored and lites and 
property protected before anything else can be 
considered. The secondary demand is for preven- 
tion. That can be no remedy for the present diffi- 
culty, but it can become an outgrowth of the 
trouble. 

In the emergency the only means of restoring 
order is by force. Three regiments of the national 
guard represent our available limit of such force. 
They have proved their efficiency in similar situa- 
tions, and no doubt will restore order in the present 
case, but their strength is limited. Expansion of 

mob violence to other districts might easily go 
beyond the limitations of the guard. In such case 
only @ call for federal troops would remedy the 
situation. The possibility seems to warrant new 
stimulation of enlistment in the national guard 
organization provided for under the new army 
bill. Every effort should be made to assist and 
encourage the officers charged with reorganization 
of the guard. They are doing a public service. 
The public will show only ordinary wisdom in as- 
sisting them in every manner possible. 

When peace is restored in the riot zone the task 
of devising methods of prevention of future riots 
comes uppermost. One method is immediately 
available. It is the prompt trial and punishment

“NEVER SLAP A MAN’S FACE.” 

There was an old American prize fighter who 
could have given Lloyd George and Millerand the 
first principle of their proper diplomacy in dealing 
with Russia. “ Never slap a man’s face,” he said. | 
“I nearly got killed doing that once.” __ 

A slap has the movement of a blow, but it does 
not stop the man who receives it. It infuriates, 
and outrages him. It is contemptuous, and most

tality. The movement of a blow drops part of the 
guard. The moment a man strikes he has made 
an opening for the return blow. The blow is a 
part of defense only if it jars, stops, or disconcerts 
the opponent. A slap has the highest provocation, 
does the least damage, and leaves the best opening. 

Great Britain and France, joined in this for a 
time by the United States, have been slapping 
Russia’s face. The Archangel expedition was a 
slap. Kolchak was a slap. Yudenitch was a slap, 
and so was Denikine, and so is Wrangel. So is 
Poland, 

These slaps aroused Russia and started the 
Russians going. Lenin might have had a hard 
time sending Russian soldiers on expeditions if the 
aliens had left Russia alone. The aliens were 
Lenin's principal aids. They renewed Rusd#ian na- 
tionality. 

The world’s dilemma was whether to keep 
hands off Russia or lay them on hard. Lloyd 
George and his French associates decided to do 
neither. They decided to keep on slapping Russia, 
but not to hit hard; to provoke Russia, but not to 
stop it. 

A Trrevne correspondent who knows modern 
warfare, and who has seen the Russian army, says 
that he believes 200,000 men; equipped as the 
armies were equipped in the war, could scatter the 
Russian forces in short order. 

They would use gas, heavy artillery, and air- 
planes. The Russians are not equipped to stand 
that. They have not the industria) organization 
which could supply an army with the material a 
modern army uses. 

They are being fought on their own terms, in 
the fashion in which they can fight, with mobile 
forces lightly equipped. We do the same thing 
when we endeavor to handle the Mexicans. We 
fight them upon their terms and not upon ours, 

The apparent initial mistake in the ‘present in- 
stance was in allowing Poland to begin it.

ABOUT RHEUMATISM. 
RS. BILLINGS AND RAULSTON 
Say the so-called rheumatisms are 
divided into two groups. About 
70 per cent they attribute to im- 
fections. About 30 per cent they ascribe 
to disturbances of the metabolic proc- 
esses—eating too much food or too much 
of one kind of food, such as potatoes, 
rice, meats, oranges, etc.—or to thé in- 
ability to digest a certain kind of food. 
According to the law of averages, a 
person with rheumatism: has seven 
chances out of ten that his trouble is 
due to infection. Just now the tenden- 
cy is to limit the search for the focus 
of infection to the tonsils and teeth. 
If these are found all right up go the 
hands—the focus cannot be located. 


Dr. H.W. Frauenthal calls attention 
to some other places where the infac- 
tion may be absorbing. There may be 
nasal catarrh so-called, or infection of 
the nasal sinuses. The man may have 
&® bronchitis which is serving as a focus 
or perhaps it is an infected gall biad- 
der or an old prostatitis in the male or 
a chronic infection of some pelvic organ 
in the female. 3

Dr. Frauenthal calls our attention to 
some methods of treating rheumati«m 
which we in our search for the foci of 
the infection have been disposed to neg- 
lect. General baths, brine baths, min- 
eral water baths, aeration baths, whiri- 
pool baths, benefit many cases of rheu- 
matism, and so do hot &nd cold packs, 
douches, and shosers; baking by dry 
heat ; vibration and massage; light trcat- 
megpt and diathermy.

Chicago, Aug. 4.—[Editor of The Trib- 

une.]—Mr. Donald R. Richberg’s letter to 

you of recent date claims the gas con- 

“all ready have made a net 

profit of at least $3,500,000 "—as a result 
of his work. 

I am a gas consumer, and maybe Mr. 
Richberg’s interpretation of “ net profit ” 
differs from my own. Anyhow, I do not 
feel sensible of having received my share 
of it. 

But, as well as being a gas consumer, 
I am a gas stockholder. I bought my 
stock when it was about 116 and paying, 
I think, 6 per cent dividend. As Mr. 
| Richberg claims credit for having pro- 
duced a net profit gf $3,500,000 for the 
gas consumer he cannot reasonably ob- 
ject. to being charged with preventing 
the company from operating on a divi- 
dend paying basis, by the same effort. 

The outstanding stock of the company 
is $38,500,000, on which no dividend has 
been paid for three years. On a basis 
of 6 per cent the lapsed dividends would 
amount to $6,930,000—and the deprecia- 
tion of the value of the stock from 116 
to 386 would represent another loss to 
the stockholders of $30,000,000, 

Mr. Richberg’s purely hypothetical 
“net profit” to the gas consumer of 
$3,500,000 seems to be more than offset by 
an actual loss to the stockholders of 
$36,930,000. Political attacks on properly 
conducted public utilities are comparable 
to stink bombs thrown into apartment 
buildings. It isn’t the building that 
stinks; it’s the bomb—but the effect is 
just as unpleasant on the tenants and 
citizens. or 7,000 SrocKHOLDERS.

Fargo, N. D., Aug. 6.--It’s rather 
Strange, yet not so remarkable after 
all, that North Dakota, which since 


1916 has been experimenting with state 
socialism, should furnish the first tid- 
ings of I. W. W.ism in the harvest 
flelds so far gathered by this tour of 
inquiry. 
For more than 2,000 miles the gas 
chariot streaked through Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, lowa, South 
Dakota, and at every stop the farmers 
und business men spoke of the absence 
of the Reds this season. 
But the moment the larger towns of 
North Dakota were reached up bobbed 
the trail of the Wobblies. They have 
been active in Fargo, Grand Forks, 
Minot. 
Are a Bit Restrained. 
No sabotage, no tossing of monkey 
wrenches and bolts into harvest ma- 
chinery, no burnings of wheat stacks 
have been reported—the I. W. W.s 
have become a bit more restrained 
than in past seasons, but they have 
been kicking up trouble in spots be- 
tween the farmer and the migratory 
laborer. Organizers and walking dele- 
gates have been meeting trains as the 
floating laborer came in and by a little 
suasion, strongarm or otherwise, have 


been inducing thera to sign up, Con- 
siderable intimidation has been re- 
ported. 


Low Wage Is Fixed. 
A dollar an hour and seven hour day. 
was the program. Seeing that North 
Dakota by virtue of the Nonpartisan 
league and comnuiunist preachments 
ought to be strong for all the one big 
union flummery, the Wobblies fancied 
it would be soft pickings. 
They were soon disillusioned. There 
was plenty of labor, and the farmers in 
this section at a convention established 
a wage of 45 cents an hour for harvest 
und thrashing, a ten hour day or longer 
being taken for granted.

Leave Flivvers at Home. 

Now one finds I. W. W. organizers, 
who two or three years ago were skip- 
ping about the state in flivvers heip- 
ing enroll members for the Nonpar- 
tisan league at a fat commission per 
head, are saying they ure off the 
leaguers for life and that in practice. 
all its “new freedom” stuff is bunk. 

One finds some leaders for the anti- 
league movement, too, rather critical 
of the farmers, both leaguers and 
antis, for fixing a 45 cent scale. They 
say it is too low for seasonal work of 
brief duration. 

Crops in North Dakota at this time 
are regarded as “fair.” Much rust is 
in the wheat. No bumper output is

Hoyne and Hoffman Probe

The alleged “ fixing” of the coroner's 
jury which conducted the inquest into 
the killing of “ Paddy the Bear” Ryan 
will be the subject of a joint investi- 
gation by State’s Attorney Hoyne and 
Cororfer Peter M. Hoffman. 

Both decided to investigate when 
they learned “Little Danny” Vallo, 
said to have been a chauffeur for 
“ Ammunition-Eddie” Wheed, who 
was hanged for murder, was on the 
jury which exonerated Walter Quinlan 
of the murder. 

Assistant State’s Attorney John M. 
Lowery was delegated to the inquiry. 
He sent for a transcript of the pro- 
ceedings at the inquest, then sent for 
Vallo and the other jurors. 


Jury “ Packed,” Reports Say. 


The “Valley gang” was said to be} 


responsible for Ryan’s death. Quinlan 
was sought for a month and finally 
surrendered. The coroner’s jury de- 
clared there was no evidence against 
him, and ordered his release. ~* : 
Then reports reached Coroner Hoff- 
man that the jury had been “ packed.” 
He looked up the personne! of his jury 
and found the name of Vallo. The 
latter was questioned. 3 
“Sure, I was on the jury,” Vallo

said. “We ‘sprung’ Quinlan. There 
were two or three other friends of 
mine on the jury, too.

“If I find any indications of tam- 
pering in this case I shall take Quinlan 
before the grand jury and ask his in- 
dictment. Also I shall ask that every 
juror suspected of being improperly in- 
fluenced be indicted. 

“It is not improbable that there was 
some crooked work in connection with 
the verdict. This is due to the weak 
system of picking up a jury promiscu- 
ously and allowing the jurors their 
freedom instead of locking them up, 
as they do in the Criminal court.” 

Only one material witness was at 
the inquest. She was unable to iden- 
tify Vallo. She said he looked like the 
man who killed Ryan.

Samuel C. Scotten, one of the largest 
operators in the history of the Chicago 
board of trade, and former business 
partner of John W. Gates, died Thurs 
day night in Mercy hospital after an 
iliness of about three months. Death 
oc due to cancer. 

Scotten was born in Bur! 
Ta., Oct. 30, 1851. When he wnt 
years old he was compelled to give up 
school. He started as a clerk in a grv- 
cery store. At his death he was iooked 
upon as one of the shrewdest traders 
on the board. 

In 1878 he came to Chicago and en- 
tered the grain and commission busi- 
ness. In 1907 he was president of Har- 
ris, Scotten & Co., board of trade bro- 
kers. In 1914 he was elected director 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of President Darius Miller. 

Mr. Scotten owned what was said to 
be the fifth largest individual art col- 
lection in America, including several 
Rembrandts.

He was a member of 
the South Shore Country club and the 
Chicago Athletic association.
